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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of the School District of 
Surry: 

I herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent of 
your school. 

Last year I reported an increase in enrollment of six and 
one-half percent, this year the increase is twenty-two percent, 
in two years the enrollment has increased by fifteen pupils, 
an increase of nearly one-third. Increased enrollment means 
increased expenditures. 

When a teacher has four grades, there is always the prob- 
lem of finding time enough to teach all that one is expected to 
teach for each grade. As the number of pupils increases, the 
difficulty of finding time increases, as each additional pupil 
needs to have time devoted to their individual needs. 

The enrollment in grades 1-4 is now 33, in grades 5-8 it is 
28. If, there is any more increase, we will be faced with the 
necessity of providing another teacher and classroom. 

Achievement tests were given in all the grades this past 
spring and general ability tests were given this fall. Compari- 
son of the results of these tests are being used to evaluate the 
success of the pupils, aid in guidance and help improve the 
educational program. 

Test results, pupil grades and other information that will 
aid in counseling pupils are now kept on a new permanent 
record form that contains much more helpful information. In 
addition, each pupil has an individual folder containing infor- 
mation that cannot be condensed on a permanent record form. 

The estimated end-of-the-year balanee for 1952-1953 was 
$431.96. Actual expenditures for 1952-1953 was $14,562.68. 
The estimate was about $100,00 out, as the budget for 1952- 
1953 called for an expenditure of $15,086.25. 

The motion was carried to change the amount of $431.96 
to $930.80 for the estimated balance. The amount was not 
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correct as the actual balance was $2,217.68, a considerable 
difference which was achieved by reason of economy, an ac- 
cumulation of previous balances, and an increase in actual in- 
come over what had been estimated. 

The entire amount of $2,217.68 was used to reduce the 
district assessment. This meant that the assessment for 1953- 
54 is $12,967.30, and not $14,628.90 as estimated in the town 
report. The reduction meant a substantial reduction in your 
tax rate for the year 1953-1954.
